its prosperity, was the Bath Springs Hotel. 
Its fame extended throughoutthe length and 
breadth of the land. Its waters were sought 
after by the invalid, and it was the mecca to

l5«Vipting the edge of the lake into Bath 


-eet'"nt tlia Iron Springs. Five or six acres 
of the Bath properly at the end of Bnth 
street, together with the land surrounding 
the Mill pond, he determined to lay out ap a 
public park, establish a fund for its mainte- 
nance and present the whole thing to Bris- 
tol borough. A large amount of the neces- 
sary legal work was done and the first plans 
(or the park prepared by our townsman, Mr.

very much attached to his plans, and being

A meeting of the old graduates of tl.e 


Bristol Public Schools was held in the Ar- 
mory at Pythian Hall on Tuesday evening 
for the purpose of forming a society upon 
the lines of an Alumni Association. 
A tem- 


porary organization was formed by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Doron Green as President and 
Win. H. Hay as Secretary. By a unani- 
mous vote the name selected was the Senior 
Graduates' Association. The objects, which 
were adopted in a like manner are as fol- 
lows : 


1. To preserve and strengthen the social 


ties which existed during school days. 


2. To engage in such educational and lit- 


erary work as will be necessary for self- 
culture, the enlighlenment of the masses, 
aud the maintenance and elevation of the 
standing of the public schools. 


3. To entertain a friendly feeling toward 


Ihe Junion Graduates and in all educational 
undertakings extend lo them the privilege 
of co-operation. 


4. To extend to the Board of Directors 


such help and assistance appertaining to 
the welfare of the public schools, as they in 
their wise judgment, may deem acceptable 
or expedient. 


Upon the advice of Mr. John K. Wildman, 


President of the School Board, a committee 
was appointed to confer with a similar com- 
mittee from the Alumni, looking for a con- 
solidation uf Ihe two organizations. The 
committee consists of Mr. Morris D. Harri- 
son, School Director of the Second Ward, 
chairman, Misses Anna'Brady, Alice John- 
son, Mrs. Kate Baker and Mr. Clarence 
Hutchins. All further business was then 
postponed until the next meeting, when the 
report of the committee will determine the 
future action of the association. In the 
meantime, however, all the old graduates 
who desire to be enrolled es members nay 
hand their names to the secretary. By Sen 
ior Qiadnates is meant all-those who passed 
successfully through the public schools and 
entered into the highest class in the highest 
department, prior to the inauguration of the 
new system of granting diplomas.

As early as 1700 Ihe waters of the Bath 


Springs were regarded as possessing peculiar 
nedicinal virtue. Dr. Rush, in a paper 
read before the Philadelphia Historical So- 
ciety, commended their curative properties, 


n 1801 a Philadelphia paper in an article 
on Bristol refers to the Water, in which it 
says "The Chalybeate Springs are completed 
n the most commodious manner, and are re- 
sorted to by many people who seek the bene- 
bl of the healing waters." 


Ur. Joseph P. Minnick, who acquired th« 


property in four different parcels in 1792, 
1809 and 1812, began the construction of the 
lotel, bath houses, band stand, and pavilion 
n 1807. 
He laid out a race course on the 


;rounds, which was a favorite resort of the 
sporting fraternity. 
The house numbered 


among its guests the most distinguished men 
of the nation. Here in 1816 was held a 
rrand National ball in honor of those who 
aided the government in the war against 
England. There was a large attendance af 
he officers of the army and navy, The 
,'hiladelphia papers of that date published 
[lowing accounts of the ball, gave ihe list of 
.lie diaiingiiisnea persons preseircfaioireriuBU 
,he decorations of the grounds and of the 
dining rooms, described the bull, and its 
concourse of fair women and brave men. 
It 


was a proud duy for oldBiistol, and perhaps 
never before or since were there so many 
jrominent and noteworthy men gathered 
within its limits. 


Dr. Minnick sold the place the same year 


of the National ball lo Edward Parker. In 
.ess than a year and a half the Sheriff sold 
?urker out and the place slowly declined in 
jopularity. The Legislature passed a law 
against horse racing and the course was 
abandoned. 
The discovery of the Saratoga 


Springs in 1822 turned the tide strongly 
away" from Bristol, and Saratoga took the 
place of Bristol in the eyes of the fashionable 
world, and the Bath Springs became simply 
an excursion ground for picnic parties-from 
Philadelphia. Many of our citizens will re- 
:all the annual gathering of the militia com- 
panies from Philadelphia on the 4th of July 
at the Bath and the entertainment of tjie of- 
ficers by Captain Breck at his rPsideuce next 


LO the bank on the site now occupied by Dr. 
Pursell and Mr. George A. Shoemaker. The 
excursion business declined and for many 
years thereafter the house was kept open as 
a boarding house, with varying success, the 
last occupant being Jared Hellings, who a 
Tew years ago used to cater to the wants of 
a class of Philadelphia clerks who wanted a 
cheap place to enjoy a summer outing. Jared 
for several seasons got considerable custom, 
and he could be seen at four o'clock every 
afternoon, with a delapidated wagon and de- 
bilitated horse waiting at the boat wharf to 
convey his guests to the Bath. 


Like the size of the fish that wasn't caught 


perhaps the greatest glory of Bath Springs, 
however, is what it might have been for 
Bristol borough if the late William Howell 
liad been able to carry out his intentions. 
Mr. Howell was a member of Ihe well known 
firm of paper hangings 
manufacturers 


known as "Howell Brothers," and was a 
very wealthy man. He purchased the Bath 
Springs property a number of years ago as 
an investment, with the idea that its proxim- 
ity to Bristol, most of the tract being within 
the borough limits, would cause it to rise in 
value 
In the spring of 1888 Mr. Howell 


determined to get the land in shape for de- 
velopment and accordingly proceeded to 
build on Bath street * number of modern 
houses. 
He was met at the outset by the 


question of drainage for the tract and for the 
proposed houisei, and provided for* it by 
getting the consent of all the property hold- 
ers along the line of Otter creek to divert 
that water course and fill up the bed. The 
plan in contemplation was to turn the water 
into a new course at a considerable distance 
from the old place, to open streets through 
from Bath street to Otter bridge on the turn- 
pike and to lay'a large sewer which would 
drain the entira tract %ud all houses on it as 
well as Bath street.

This worn progressed as far aa the digging 


of the channel for the creek twenty-five hun- 
dred feet in length and twenty-five feet wide 
at a cost of something over ten thousand dol- 
lars.' As the work progressed Mr. Ho well's 
idea expanded until he had in contemplation 
the purchase of the Mill Fond and all of 
that section of the town known as "The Ket- 
tle" together with sufficient other land to 
enable him to drain the Mill Pond down to 
a'Small ornamental lake and construct a 


iavc succeeded in the course of time in pur- ' 
basing what he desired had his life been 
spared. Pending the further development 
oij.affj.irs however he suddenly died, and the 
work came to an end before it had pro- 
fessed sufficiently far to compel its comple- 
tion by his estate. 


It is useless to speculate upon what it 


would have meant for Bristol to have had 
all that end of the town made beautiful and 
attractive by such a public pleasure ground 
and residential sites as tar. Howell proposed 
to construct. 
It seems lo have been the one 


chance of getting rid of the Mill pond, which 
would have been a matter of rejoicing for 
Ihe entire community. 


We can only now look at the Mill Pond 


and the Bath Springs property and sigh for 
what might have been. 


WHAT WANSKY SAW IN 179-1. 


Extract irern Henry Wansey's Travels in

was the first town that William Penn fixed 
on before he had planned Philadelphia. 
It 


stands high and commands a considerable 
extent of country. Here we bieakfabted, 
but we waited considerable time for it. None 
of the family were ia the way except the 
landlord, and neither by kind words or 
harsh language, could we induce hiii to stir 
a step towards helping us; at length we 
found out the cupboard, (hungry as we 
were) and helped ourselves to bread and 
butter, till the kettle and tea things were 
brought. The landlord came in at last to 
tell us we had a quarter of a dollar apiece to 
pay. 
These gentry never make out any 


bills, and you are to pay whatever they 
demand. As I came out of the house I 
observeJji stage coach at the door, wilh an 
inscription on its side, "Bristol and Bath 


ge." I was surprised at first at the 


similarity of circumstance of what I had so 
often seen in my native country. 
I find that 


there Is a place abounding with hot mineral 
waters, of the name of Bath, about four 
miles from hence; they aie chalybeate 
springs; there is one hot bath, four plung- 
ing, and two shower baths. Bristol is not a 
very flourishing place, nor is there any 
newspaper published here. We had now a 
fine level road all the way to Philadelphia, 
(20 miles ) At twelve miles from Philadel- 
phia we passed over Neshaminy Bridge, it 
is of a very peculiar construction, two iron 
qhains are strained across the river, parallel 
to each other, about six feet distance, on it 
are placed flat planks fastened to each chain, 
and on this the horses and carriage pass 
over; as the horses stepped oil the boards 
they sank under the pressure, and the water 
rose between them, no railing on either eide, 
and it looked ve"y frightful and dangerous. 
I had never heiu'd ot a bridge of this kind 
before. This stream is so rapid, and rises 
and falls in such extremes that no bridge of 
any other kind would do here, for this rises 
a'nd fulls with the stream.

DISEASES OF THE EAR. 


Dr. Lautenbacli'i ' Paper Before 
Ihe 


American SleiUval Association. 


At the late session of the American Medi- 


cal Association in Philadelphia, Dr. Louis J. 
Lautenbach read a paper on a new method 
for the treatment of diseases of the ear by 
means of rneclunical massage appliances for 
restoring to the ear structures their normal 
motions and at the same time to stimulate 
the nerve of hearing. 
He especially demon- 


strated its value in cases of perforation of 
the drumhead, in which he showed that the 
method had the further advantage of cleans- 
ing the ear more thoroughly than any other 
known means, 


Dr. Lautenbach showed a number of pa- 


tients, among whom were several physicians, 
with whom the method had been followed 
by success, and others in whom the perfora- 
tions had healed and the hearing been re- 
stored. He called attention to a false teach- 
ing in a text book used in the public schools 
of Philadelphia and other cities. 


Referring to the drumhead, it says: 


"If once broken this delicate membrane can- 
not be repaired, and deafness results." He 
claimed that perforations of the drumhead 
could be healed and the hearing restored 
and objected to such false teaching, not only 
because it was untrue, but that it had anc 
would undoubtedly influence multitudes o! 
people to neglect such cases on account o 
its supposed hopelessness. A committee was 
appointed to consider means of eradicating 
this false teaching, and report the results o 
their work at the next session of the Ameri 
can Medical Association at Denver.

It may 'be considered remarkable, under 


uch circumstances, that the revival of indus- 
rial activity, which depends so greatly upon 
he final enactment of a favorable tariff law 
ihould be as pronounced as it appears to be. 
Jun's Review thus summarizes the situation 
t the close of the past week, in language 
which is certainly not more sanguine than is 
warranted by the fact of the case : 


The retarding influence of cold and unsea- 


sonable weather has passed. 
The gain in 


)usiness which in npite of it was seen a 
iveek ago lias become clearer to all. As no 
genuine improvement ever begins with an 
uplifting of prices before the producing force 
las become fairly employed, this does not, 
and the buying of 7000 bales of Australian 
wool by one Boston house, and 100,000 toils 
)ig iron by a Wall street operator, and 
advancing prices for stocks, are ouly proof 
.hat the actual conditions are understood by 
some capable men. 


There is evidence of gradually enlarging 


business in every important department, 
more establishments have been set at work 
,nd more bands employed, and while pru- 
dence still hinders speculative excesses the 
irogrcss towards better things is unchecked. 
Reports from the various cities this week 
ihow a very general progress and a continu- 
ng large distributing through retail trade. 


The proof is clearer, as it should be, in the 


ndustrial than in the trading field. Con 
racts providing for consumption of seven 
million tons of iron ore have already been 
made, 2,000,000 within the past fortnight, 
t is believed, though lost year's contracts 
only terminated about two month; ago. 


Bessemer ore is selling lower by 20 to 30 


cents than at the outset, Biwabik at $2.25 
against $3.55, but the heavy demand puts 
additional mines at work. The speculative 
purchase of 100,000 tons Southern pig at 
$5.76 clears the deck for a larger business 
al better figures, and sales at Chicago— 
150,000 tons—have been the largest for 
eighteen months. Reaction after the sudden 
purchase of 50,000 tons Bessemer at Pitts 
burg leaves the price $9.50 per ton, but the 
heavy orders for bars there and for 60,000 
tons at Chicago, mainly from implemcn 
makers, with orders for many new building 
t the West, one of magnitude at Philadel 
phia and several at New York, the large 
demand for plates and sheets, the order fo 
22 miles of pipe, and the purchases of glee 
rails which have started the new Jolict work 
with good orders, are far more impordm 
than the speculation ID materials.

The first party 
has therefore lost a day and tho second 
juirty has gained a day. It Is consequently 
necessary for the first party to skip one 
day on his calendar and for the second to 
udd one day In order to even things up. 
At Greenwich time Is the recognized mean 
ntnndard, travelers make this change In 
their calendar when they reach 180 degrees 
cast or west from Greenwich, In order to 
leep on good terms with the almunuo, 
This point is not far from the center of the 
1'aolflo ocean. 


In going to China from San Francisco 


v>8 therefore lose an almanac day, nnd In 
returning me make It buck. Hence when, 
for example, It Is noon Feb. 23 (Washing- 
ton'sWrtliday) sli inches east of thoono 
hundred and eightieth degree from Green- 
wloh, according to the almanac, at the 
wtme time It is Feb. 211 six Inches west of 
the same line. It Is a good thing that this 
latitude lloajnthjj ni^dje OnjtJlfl P«clf|[U 
which IB actually observed for tho Sabbath 
doc» not wholly agree with tho almarmo 
day except at Greenwich nnd for a dis- 
tance of one degree oast and west. Cast- 
Ing aside olooks and almanacs and spenk- 
1»K of apparent time only, which ia tho 
time wa all use, It becomes evident that 
from midnight till noon at any given 
point of latitude It IB always tho day be- 
fore on the opposite side of the earth. 
From noon till midnight it Is the same 
day. 
Thus, when wo are attending 10 


o'clock Sunday morning serivce In Now 
York, oltliens of Canton, China, are at- 
tending a Saturday night ball or a political 
meeting. 
When It is exactly noon nt 


Greenwich, It Is tho same almanac day ns 
Well as apparent dny all over the earth, 
and at no other time.—Brooklyn Eagle.

About the year 1T97 the old pioneer, 


Diinlcl Boone, wout over Into Missouri and 
nettled In what was known ng the Feiunie 
Osuge (Orage Woman) settlement. This 
•wan on the Missouri river In the district 
of St. Charles, about 45 miles west of St. 
Louis and about 26 miles above the town 
of St. Charles. Tills portion of Missouri 
was then wild and picturesque—just such 
a country an ho loved.

Soon after his arrival In Missouri Daniel 


Boone renounced his allegiance to the nov- 
ernment of the United States and became 
« Hpanlsh subject. 
On June 11, 1BOC, 


Ueli««u« appointed him commandant, or 
syndic, of the feiniue Osnge district, a 
ponltloB which he accepted. The office 
was both civil and military. In time of 
peace he noted ,u an adjudicator, or judae, 
OTor the people In his district, nnd in time 
of -war 'he was their cxmimonder. 
, 


The matters on which he had to pass 


judgment uere snch as required honesty 
and practical common sense rather than 
a knowledge of taw. He was fearless and 
upright In lils decisions. On one occasion 
a desperado who had bcon terrorizing the 
people of the FOIUMIO Osage district was 
publicly reprimanded by Boone. The man 
who prided himself on his power to over- 
awe the people, cried out: 


"If you were not an old man, I should 
not take that from you." 


"Yon great coward," responded Boone. 


•baking his ollnohed fist close to the man's 
lace, "If you want to get revenge on me 
for what I have said, don't let my gray 
hairs «tand In the way. Old as 1 am, I 
am young enough to whip you." Quite 
creeftullcn, the fellow slunk away and was 
never again heard to say anything against 
the old pioneer.—St. Louis Republic.

maining SO, half are members of the 
church of England and the other half are 
representatives of other Christian com- 
munions. It has a gross income of about 
£350,000. 
The societies affiliated with 


It fn various parts of the world—col- 
lecting funds and aiding In the circula- 
tion of Its sacred books—number over 
7,000. It has its own agents, depots and 
colporteurs all over Buropoand through- 
out India, China and other countries. Of 
colporteurs alone It employs nearly 600 In 
various parts of the world, and it has be- 
tween 4(10 nnd 600 Bible women engaged 
In bringing the Bible and a knowledge of 
the Bible to the women of the eastern 
world. It issues Its publications In over 
800 different languages, and there are at 
the present time not far short of 1,000, 
men, missionaries and others engaged In 
making other translations or improving 
existing ones.—Cham bers' Journal.

INDIA CURRY. 
VAGRANT MOLLUSKS. 


A Hot Went her Use of the Condiment Not 


Generally Known to American!. 


The use of that wholesome condiment, 


lurry powder, An the average American 
innilyiG becoming greater each year. This 
lowder bus been in goneial tiso in Brig- 
and since the days of Warren Hastings, 
and Englishmen hiwo become very fond of 
t, some sprinkling the ourry from a holder 
s an American would peppor upon his 
ood. People living where the heat of the 
d'mate makes it necessary to nse stimu- 
ating condiments in their viands lenrn 
quickly to like a curried dish or anything 
with this powder In It. 


Perhaps it is not generally Known that 


slices of cold meat or fowl heated in n well 
seasoned ourry sauce and served for lunoh- 
eon on a hot snmnier'H day ure better for 
the stomach than the cold meats iilono. A 
ourry powder is used with great success 
n seasoning (Ish, sauces and vegetable 
dishes as well us meats, and a little of this 
powder in soups adds to thetr flavor. 


A curry powder is pulveri/ed very fine 


and smooth and usually is prepared with 
;he following spices: Twelve ounces of tu- 
morlo, an ounce of cayenne pepper, half 
An ounce of black pepper, the same of 
paprika, 6 ounces of ginger,%nlf an ounce 
3ach of cardamom seed, ourumin seed, 
mace and cinnamon and 8 ounces of cori- 
ander seed. A bottle of the beat imported 
India curry powder may be purchased at a 
small expense and will retain its strength 
for a long while U kept closely corked, 
rolled In thick paper or put In a dark 
place. 


In the East Indies, where curries are so 


successfully made, an acid fruit Is com- 
monly and cocoanut is always used with 
the other ingredients, which would eeem 
unusual to us, who are accustomed to as- 
sociating oocoanut with delicate cakes and 
dainty puddings. 


Here Is one recipe for India curry: Break 


open a cocoanut, gave the milk and grate 
half the nut moat. Pour over this half a 
cup of fresh milk and the cooonnut milk 
and let them stand in a cool plaoe several 
hours. Take n boiled fowl and cat it Into 
pieces of the proper size, removing the 
skin and bones and sprinkling the flesh 
lightly with salt. Gut a good sized onion 
Into small pieces and put it into a frying 
pan with 8 tablespoonfuls of butter; cook 
five minutes; add half a chopped green 
peppor and cook five minutes longer; stir 
in 2 tablespoonf uls of flour and X teaspoon- 
fuls of curry powder and stir until it Is 
frothy; slowly add a pint of the liquid in 
which the chicken was cooked, after re- 
moving the grease carefully. Now press 
the milk from the grated cocoanut and 
add it to the other Ingredients with a ten- 
spoonful of sugar. Allow these to cook 
slowly ten minutes. Put into n saucepan 
the prepared meat and strain the curry 
•auce over it; add the juice of half a lem- 
on ; cover the pan and let the contents just 
bubble for 30 minutes; then serve. A few 
raisins or pieces of apricots are frequently 
added with the other Ingredients; then the 
sugar and lemon may be omitted.—New 
York Sun.

U one 
pressure gives one, Ingredient and another 
pressure produces another article, why Is 
It not possible that a way down in mldearth 
the currents, and, connteronrien.ts, w|th, 
the varying conditlQ»s of heat, paid, dry- 
ness, malstare tmij .'pressure, may not be 
pojigtantly at -work producing not only 
petroleum, but otha> substances of which 
16 is altogether likely that we, up to the 
present date, know' little or nothing. —New 
York Ledger.

They Reappear In Hawaiian Water* After 


•n Absence of Many Tears. 


Plpi, okupe and nmkamol have not been 


seen in Hawaiian waters in 20 years until 
recently. Their home when mat seen was 
at Bwa, and to that liome they "have re- 
turned, after probably getting tired of 
wherever else they mny have gone. To 
look at them casually one would not at- 
tach much importance to them, but to 
study tuoir history and to hear the 
tales the old gray haired natives relate 
about them is nt once to become enthused 
with an interest that is only satisfied when 
all that can be is learned. To the majority 
of people seeing the pipi shells for the first 
time nine out of ten would call them the 
living place of the oyster, and as to the 
okupe and makuinoi these same nine 
would simply say, "Shells." 


Several natives arrived at the fish roar- 


Tret from Bwa recently, bringing with tJ\ern 
a small quantity of pipl and okupe. Tbese 
they giive to Fish Inspector Keliipio, tell- 
ing 'him ot their sudden appearance at Ewo 
after a very long absence. A young man 
in the party who has lived in Ewa all his 
life told of how he had been astonished at 
seeing a new kind of shellfish appear there. 
Evidently tbey disappeared before he was 
born. 


Mr. Keliipio learned that not more than 


SO or 30 of each kind had been gathered, 
as these were all that could be found. 
Wl'th this, one of the party exhibited a" 
jeautiful pearl which be found at Ewa. 
Efa* was rather loath l>o part from the others 
of ''its kind, thinking it just possible that 
ihere might he'more pearls. 
Then came the stories of how Karoeha- 


meha Y and chiefs before him had'been In 
the habit of sending down expert divers 
after'the okupe, and the pipi, too, for that 
matter, to procure the precious pearls con- 
tained In some of them. Then an old na- 
tive/'llfting' otie of the pipi gently in his 
band, broke forth with, 


"Mai noho a -walaau 
. O-nmkanl aoanei," 


which means you must not make a noise 
or the wind will blow. - • " 
• 


To.explain: When the natives went flsh- 
jr-foT-tbB ptpl—hrtbe--olden -times, they 


always kept very quiet, for it was, and is 
yet to some extent, their belief that by 
making a nolle the air is disturbed in some 
strange way and the wind "blows. The 
water becomes ruffled, and the pipi, accus- 
tomed to open wide their shells when ev 
erythlng is calm and peaceful, "shut up 
like a clam, "and then it is the hardest 
thing in the world to flnd them, for the 
outside of their shells Is so much like the 
rocks to which they cling, and the moss 
that grows about them makes concealment 
almost complete. 
• The pipi are known as "Ka ia hamauleo 
oEwa,"which conveys about the same 
imprest Ion as the little piece of native po- 
etry just explained.

Bow the Notts Are Made and the TJttta 


•* 
Chick* Hatched. 


In the course of an article on ostrich 


farming in California contributed to 
Pearson's Marine the author,. Mr. Ed- 
win Caustom, guys: 


"After the heavy winter rains a pair 


will oommenco making their nest. The 
cook first sets to work by resting his breast- 
bone on the ground and kicking out the 
sand behind When one pide is suIlicieriUy 
deep, he turns round and operates in like 
manner until n round hole about 3 feet In 
diameter and about a foot deep is the re- 
sult. The hen then commences to lay, 
producing an egg every other day until 18 
or 15 are In tho next. In order to protect 
the embryo from tho -hot rays of the bun, 
it will be noticed that a little sand is 
placed on the tap of each egg by. tho ban. 
This has possibly given rise to tho supposi- 
tion that an ostrich buries its cges in the 
sand and leaves them for the sun to hutch, 
which Is entirely untrue. 


As soon us tbe full number of eggs are 


laid the couple share the work of hatch- 
ing. The cock starts about 4 o'clock in the 
afteinoon and remains on the eggs until 
about 9 o'clock the following morning. 
Then the hen takes his place. 
He never 


falls, however, to relieve his mate for about 
an hour in the middle of the day while 
she goes In search of soiiie food and water. 
A good pair will follow this regime with 
the greatest regularity for 39 or 10 days, 
when the chicks way be heard in the shell 


In most cases the chicks can break the 


shell themselves, but very often the hen 
can be seen pressing on the egg with her 
breastbone, and so helping the youngster 
into the world; sometimes she can Ira no- 
ticed taking hold of tbe little head and 
quite roughly shaking the shell off him. 
When the chicks are taken from the old 
birds, they are allowed to run on a field of 
alfalfa (hicem) and kept warm at night 
in well covered boxes; on the third day 
they will pick up little pieces of gravel, 
email stones and broken bones and on tha 
fourth or fifth day will commence picking 
the green alfnlfa, which seems an ideal 
food for them, as the mortality Is very 
small and their rapidity of growth re- 
markable—In fact, up to 0 months old they 
grow at the rate of one foot a mouth." 


The Old Plantation Organization, 


From the industrial standpoint, the old 


jlantation organization was a very perfect 
me. Great executive ability was required 
o manage it, and the lordly owner of 
ihese vast estates was far from the idle, 
•port loving or politics talking spendthrift 
;hat he Is commonly supposed to have 
jcen. If he kept his property together and 
/ook care of all his dependents, he was a 
jusy, hard worked man. 


The model planter of those days pro- 


duced at home everything that was needed 
to feed and clothe his slaves and, to a great 
extent, also, his own family. Except In 
a few sections of the south, where the 
ands were'espocially well adapted to rice, 
cotton or sugar and yielded such great 
profits that it paid the planter to devote all 
of1 life labor to their poductlon alojae, the 
wheat, corn and meat to feed the people, 
and, to a large extent, the cotton, wool 
and'leather to clothe them, were produced 
and 
manufactured 
upon the planta- 


tions. Almost all large farms had grist- 
mills and many had flouring mills 
Nearly every large estate had its tannery 
and shoe factory, its blacksmith, wagon 
and implement shops, and Its spinning 
and weaving factories also 
The older 


plantations in the up country were filled 
vith these and other kinds of industries, 
nearly all of which have since disappeared. 
The old planter and bis dependents lived 
thus to a large extent upon the products 
of bis estate, which were manufactured, 
n a somewhat crude way perhaps, upon 
;he estate. Only the iron and steel, the 
finer groceries, a few medicines and some 
of the richer cloths for the use of the own- 
er's family were purchased in the cities 
Almost everything else was made upon 
he farm or purchased from the small fac- 
OTies belonging to the country.—Southern 
States.

I laid my heart, 
my SO yours, my llttlo purse at Mulvlnn'n 
foot. 
Mnlvlnn mndo a face. I did not no- 


tice It, bcciiuso I loved her. She conde- 
scended, however, to accept breakfasts un- 
der tho arbor at Viroflay, Invitations to 
tho theater and many articles of her ward- 
robe. She gave me to understand that I 
would be tlio last of men to be loved If I 
did not present her with -•>• Hcorf, earrings, 
• para»ol—two, three parasols. I saw my 
last sou vanish. I sold my only armchair, 
uiy folli and two volumes bound In hol- 
laiid, the latest poems of the bou Dleu— 
It was thus we named Victor Hugo. I 
wns obliged to confide the care of my 
watah to one of those hospital house* 
which the English call "my uncle," the 
French term " my aunt," the bourgeois the 
"Mont do Flote" (although there Is noth- 
ing pious about them), and which wo stu- 
dents baptized "tho nail," with graphic 
simplicity. I raised money on my law 
books. 
Mnh'ina also appropriated my 


sleeve buttons, my now hat and the queen 
of my pipes. 
Shu had a way of Haying,

Malvlnnf" which was Irresistible. 


When she found that I WHS without 


money, without credit and oven In debt, 
having vainly exhausted tbo resources of 
my Imagination to extract from my par- 
ents an addition to my allowance, she left 
me calmly, without un excuse, without a 
word of pity, without a shadow of shame. 
She wus of that uluss of women called lion- 
esses, doubtless because they know how to 
consume men. And I lovod her I What 
despair I She hud moved away, they told 
me, to distant, almost unexplored parts, 
which vague and mysterious expression 
described tho La Mr. quarter, "the right 
bank." I walked with my grief In the 
Rhode of tho garden where I had met her. 
How dismal It was there now I There 
wore many promenadors, children, lovers, 
but It seemed to me deserted. 


"My life Is ended," I said, with tho

Tho dramas of the day were 
full of Venetian, Florentine, Arabian, 
Oastllian daggers, Spanish dirks and Da- 
mascus swords, with which the actors 
killed thoiueolvoB very decently behind the 
scenes, and oven on the stage. 
But I hud 


no inonciy to buy u dagger. There was the 
Tope. That was vulgar. Then, too, the 
hanged are so ugly. There remained poi- 
son, but what poison? Arsenic was bour- 
geois, very bad form. 
The poison of the 


Borglas would have suited me. 
Many 


novels spoke of it. 
But the recipe seemed 


to bo lost Should I jump out of the win- 
dow? To frighten women nod soil the 
sidewalk I No. Die of starvation ? I hud 
too good an appetite. I finally decided on 
a very simple am] economical method, one 
which the mild weather, It was spring, 
made seasonable. I would drown myself. 


I neither breakfasted nor dined on the 


day of my suicide. I smoked my lust pipe, 
my stonk of tobacco being exhausted. 
At 


nightfall I walked down toward the Seine. 
The water was black. 
The full moon 


threw on the river a silvery light. 
Walk- 


ing at random 1 arrived at the Pont des 
Arts and resolved to end there a life which 
was intolerable to mo without Itlalvlua. 
The place seemed propitious. Tho bridge 
wus deserted. Not a boat. Not a lantern. 


I leaned against the balustrade and 


looked at tbo water running like a flood of

lovely evening I" 


I thought quickly of all I was leaving, 


of my parents, my friends, the poetry that 
inspired me, of my youth, and also of my 
immortal soul.

ited to Maurice Strakooch and Worked

If there Is any limit to the credulity of 


Clio Gorman journalist touching all mat- 
ters relating to America, or at least all 
(how which reflect upon the American 
ehurnctcT, It bun not yi't been dlsuovorod. 


A recent fonilluton In DUB Tageblutt of 


Berlin, I'litltlotl "Jonny Lind and liir- 
DQIII." was written by somebody wlio cull* 
liiniriclf Friinz Fridberg, who vouches (or 
tho "literul truthfulness" of the story, 
which ho says was told Jiliu by Maurice 
Htrnkosch. Poor Strakosoh, nine, Is dead 
and cannot defend himself. He was a 
mast aiuliiblo raconteur, and none of bis 
friends was ever disposucl to exact the un- 
adorned truth from him when ho was in- 
dulging his fondness for reminiscence, but 
It la an insult to his memory to attribute 
n story like this of Fridbcrg's to him.

He had tried every- 
thing—"circus, violin virtuosos, dancers, 
educated ayes, leurned lecturers"—but ail 
In vain.

Iin- 
metiscl And you, unlucky wrotah, wait 
till now before telling niel" 


Goldschmidt rushed to the tclb^raph of- 


flce, sent the message, reccim! un answer 
and tho thing was done! 


This much of the story might bo accept- 


ed good naturodly, even if the facts were 
not of record that the contract between 
Barnum and Jcuny Lind was negotiated 
by Mr. Bnrmim's agent, J. H. Wilton, in 
January, 1850, with the singer herself; 
that this was a your and four months be- 
fore Mr. Goldschmidt, who joined her 
company here in May, 1861, lifter Mr. Ju- 
lius Benedict, the original pianist, hud re- 
turned to England, ever saw America, and 
that the telugraphio message so peremp- 
torily ordered and promptly sent was dis- 
patched eight years before there wns un 
Atluntio cable!

He had provided tho 


money to build the bridge, hired the "in- 
vited" public to stand on it i:t $10 per 
head, placed thosn who could swim furthest 
from the shore, tho others nearer, and the 
moment the ship landed the piers were 
pulled away and the structure, with all up. 
on it, precipitated into the water. A few 
hours later telegrams flashed in all direc- 
tions: "Horrible catastrophe! Fi\o hun- 
dred dead I When the ship which brought 
the Swedish Nightinagle lo Now York 
hovn in sight today, there was such a 
crowd and a scramble on the nowly built 
landing bridge thlit it collapsed. Five 
hundred persons drowned. 
When Miss 


Jenny Lind heard of the dreadful catas- 
trophe, she wept bitterly, and at once (he 
pious artist resolved to devote tho proceeds 
of nor flrst concert to therollef of the fam- 
ilies of the victims," And Mr, Franz Frid- 
berg concludes, putting the words into the 
mouth of the genial Maurice: "Barnum 
did the biggest business ho ever did in 
America—that is, ho did get a bigger caul 
later—Jumbo, the white elephant!" It 
would bo an Insult to tho American intel- 
ligence to reprint this story were it not for 
the fact that it is published by ono of tho 
best newspapers of Berlin 113 veritublo his- 
otry.—Now York Trilmne.
